Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments have not been found convincing. As noted in the previous 
Office Action, on page 2, the rearranged order of mixing ingredients would have been 
obvious with the expectation of achieving similar results absence evidence of criticality. 
The applicant has not shown criticality in the order of mixing steps. All other arguments 
are also found unconvincing in view of the lack of showing of criticality. Therefore, the 
rejections of the Final Office Action are maintained.
